THE INTEREST OF THE PUBLIC 
IN THE C.P.R. FINANCING 

“Just where the interest of the general public in C.P.R. 
financing comes in is hard to understand,’ exclaims the 
Edmonton Journal in an alleged editorial intended to exculpate 
C.P.R. melon-cutting. 

Few newspapers now-a-days are willing to be caught 
wondering why the public should be interested in the financing 
of public service corporations. Supercilious amaze that 
anyone should evidence an interest in corporation finance in 
the public’s behalf was up until a few years ago, quite the 
thing among the class of newspapers to which the Journal 
belongs, but with only a very few exceptions the journalistic 
Hessins have dropped all that now and have adopted instead 
the attitude of pretended frankness concerning exigencies of 
the stock exchange which—so it is their conscious high duty 
to enlighten the masses thereon—justify the necromancies 
of high finance. 

The reason why the public is interested in C.P.R. finance 
and the financing of every other public service corporation in 
the country is because every dollar of “water” is added to the 
capitalization of such an enterprize is franchise value 
capitalized, and franchise value, like the unearned increment 
in land, is a socially-created value. The public’s interest in 
this is that the public, having created the value, find it appro- 
priated and capitalized against them, and, naturally, it is 
a matter of public interest to know to what extent this mort- 
gage against industry can be piled on. 

Some day “the interest of the general, public in C.P.R. 
financing,” and similiar other financing will have become 
sufficiently intelligent to realize that the couniry cannot be 
profited by giving this socially-created value away. When 
that stage of public enlightenment upon matters financial is 
reached there will be no more gratuities showered upon rail- 
way promoters, such as Borden showered upon the C.N.R., 
and no more melons cut, such as are being cut by the-C.P.R., 


FOR PRIVATE LIFE 

Having only a few days ago administered what was 
intended to have been a scathing criticism of trades unionism 
and trades union methods, Justice Morrison of British 
Columbia again hurtles his freak notions into the dispatches 
by administering from the bench a rebuke to Rev. Dr, H. W. 
Fraser for having declared that the labor trouble, the riots and 
the subsequent imprisonments in Nanaimo were the outcome 
of the negligence of the British Columbia and the Dominion 
governments in failing to effect a settlement when a settle- 
ment might have been effected. 

Just how it happens to come within the scope of this 
particular judge to declare from the bench that trades unionism 
is wrong, and how it happens that it is to a judge holding such 
perverted views that the lives and liberties of hundreds of 
trades unionists are entrusted are questions that the McBride 
government will have to answer sooner or later. But when 
a minister of the gospel, moved by human sympathy and 
compassion for those who have become the victims of con- 
ditions over which they had no control, enters a_ protest 
against such conditions, this judge, with his archaic notions, is 
Surely going a long way outside his jurisdiction when he 
attempts to silence the pulpit.

AMERICAN HUMOR, 

Tho first author of humorous works 
that were distinctively American, and-—ac- 
cording ‘to no less an authority than Arte- 
mus Ward—'the founder of the American 
school of humor,” was Judge Thomas 
Chandler Halfburton, who was born in 
Windsor, Nova Scotia, 117 years ago to- 
day, December 17, 1706, He was dls- 
tinguished as a barrister, legislator and 
Jurist In Nova Scotla, and the latter part 
of his life was spent in England, where he 
was elected to the house of commons, be- 
ing among the first British-Americans se 
honored, His fame as a humorist rests 
principally on the creation of the charac- 
ter of “Sam Slick,” He was about 40 
when he begar contributing anonymously 
to a local paper a series of letters de- 
pleting the pecullarities of the genuine 
Yankee, These sketches, abounding In 
satirical humor and clever picturings of 
Individual and national peculiarities and 
cbaracteristics, were collected = in book 
form under the title of “The Clockmaker, 
or Sayings and Doings of Samuel Stick of 
Suckville,” The book enjoyed a large 
sale and great popularity “all over” the 
United States ag well as in the British pro- 
yinces and England, and were followed by 
a second and a third sorles, “The Attache, 
or Sam Sitck In England,” added to Judge 
Hallburton'’s fame ada humorist, and other 
works, incluing “Nature and Human Na- 
ture,” and “The Old Judge, or Life Ina 
Colony,”’ wero also Well reesived, = fhe 
humorist dled In 1868, 
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Dr, Houghton, Rector of “Little 
Church Around Corner," 63 Today. 

Perhaps the most famous rolighous edt- 
flee of Its size in the world is the Chuveh 
of the Transfiguration In 29 street, New 
York, Known to the theatrical fraternity 
and the public at large as “the 
Church Around the Corner,” The rector | 
of this. celebrated church fg the Nev, Dr. 
George Clarke Houghton,-who was bora’ in 
New! York 63 years ago today, Dec, 17, 
1850, and suceeeded his uncle, br, George 
H, Houghton, as rector of the “Little 
Church” In. 1897, 

Dr, Houghton graduated “trom the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary in 1870, and in 
the same year was ordained a deacon, and 
a year Jater a priest, of the American 
branch of the Anglican church, His first 
work was as curate of Trinity parish in 
his native city, and he was rector of @ 
church in Hoboken for several years before 
taking up his residence in the rectory of 
the far-famed “Littl Church,’ 

The recent death in Cleveland of E, M, 
Holland, the actor, for whom funeral ser. 
vices were held in the Church of the 
Transfiguration, has revived interest in the | 
incident whieh gave the “Little Church 
Its popular name, Mr, Holland's father, 
George Holland, was also an actor, When 
he died in 1870 Joseph Jefferson volun- 
tecred to make the arrangements for the 
funeral, The elder Holland was an Epl- 
scopatan, and when tn New York attended | 
services {na church at Madison avenue anid 
28 street, an edifice since torn down, Mr, 
Jefferson went to br, Sabine, the reetor, 
and made the arrangements, He was about 
to leave when he mentioned that Mr, Mol- 
land was an aetor, Iminedtately the cler- 
gyman refused to permit: the services In 
his ¢chureh, explaining that le had been 
preaching against the stage for a long ume, 
and that it would appear tnconsistent in 
him to deliver the eulogy over the remains | 
of an actor, 

“There is aliitle chureh-arcund the cor- 
ner,” he added, “and perhaps the rector | 
might sccomodate you,” 

Dr, George UH, Houghton held no pre- 
judices against the theatrical profession, 
and at once declared that he would) be 
glad to preach the funeral seiinmoi, Jef- 
ferson did not remain silent about) the 
snubbing he had reeelved from the rector 
of the fashionable Madison Avenue Chureh. 
In telling the story at a club frequented 
by stage people, he concluded with a fer- 
vent, “God bless the little church around 
the corner,” The name stuck, and ever 
since ‘the little Chureh’? has been the 
shrine of Thespians, while the “rubber- 
neck” automobile “lecturers” have pointed 
out the church to millfons of visitors to 
the American metropolis, aud spread its 
name and fatne to the ‘far corners of the 
earth, Since the death of the elder Hol- 
land, practically every prominent American 
netor and actress who has dicd has been 
buried from the “ithe Church,” Hundreds 
of actors and. actresses have been married 
by the rector of the “Little Chureh,” but 
It is a mistaken impression that the ediflee 
is a sort of Gretna Green, Dr, Woughton 
enforces strict rules in the cases of candl- 
dates for matrimony, and many couples are 
turned away every week, He refuses to 
perform the nuptial ceremony for any one 
who has been divorced, and couples who 
are under the legal age, or who seek to 
contract secret alliances, are also kindly 
but firmly turned away, Dr, George Hen- 
dric Houghton, uncle of the present rector, 
founded the Church of the Yransfiguration 
in £849, and remained tts rector for nearly 
half a century, or unt ifs death in 1897, 
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| TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 
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Atlantlc Ports Wero Lively 
tn Days of the Privateers, 

The privateer, like the pirate ship, has 
vanished from the seas, Modern nations 
have decreed that privateering, the right 
given to private individuals to flt out ves- 
sels In time of warand sefze and plunder 
the ships of the enemy, ts but a_ species 
of piracy, and not to be tolerated by 
civilized peoples, It was not so a century 
ago, when American and British privateers 
roamed the Athintie and often returned to 
port with rich prizes that mado even the 
humblest inembers of the crew comparative- 
ly rich, Walifax was the principal port for 
fitting out English privateers and for the 
disposal of prizes, The Walifax Ghrontcle 
of a century ago today, December 17, 
1813, contained a notice of the distribution 
of prize money realized from the sale of 
25 American ships and cargoes, among 
them the Chesapeake, which had heen cap- 
tured by the Shannon after a memorable 
bate a few months before, Salt, coal, 
wine, rum, cotton, carthenware, sugar and 
molasses were among the merchandise tak- 
en fro.a the captured American — ships, 
Among the 25 vessels vere several Amert- 
can privateers, whose crews were made 
prisoners, 

The American privateers were much 
more nimerous than those flying the Eng- 
lish flag, There were about 250 in all, 
and of these 184 hailed from = the four 
ports of Baltimore, New York, Salem and 
Boston. Portsmouth, N, H., Philadelphia 
and Charleton, 8, €,, also fitted outa num- 
ber of privateers, The ‘Baltimore clip- 
pers” were the fastest and most SucCCCS3- 
ful of the Amertcan privateers, They 
were schooners with raking masts, quite 
plratical tn appearance, and: usually carried 
from six to 10 guns, with a single long 
gun, called “Long Tom,” mounted on 4 
swivel In the center, ‘The average priva- 
teer craw was composed of about fifty 
men, besides the officers, and they held 
commissions or letters-of-marque authoriz- 
ing them to “burn, sink, and destroy the 
property of the enemy, either on the high 
seas or In his ports," During the war 
between Great Britatn and the United 
States. from {819 to 1814, the American 
privateers captured over 1,500 British mer- 
chantmen, while the English privateers cap- 
tured about a third that number of Amerl- 
can vessels, Or the prize money, ons 
half went to the government, and the other 
half was distributed among officers and 
crew, according to rank, 

Halifax, Baltimore, Salem, Boston and 
other privateer ports were lvely places in 
those days, and the merchants shared In 
the profits of the privateering trade, It 
is recorded that one privateer operating 
out of Salem brough In no less than 11 
rich prizes within a period of three weeks, 
In many tnstances the privateer comman- 
ders found {It difficult to get crews, and 
the papers abounded in advertisments ad- 
dressed to young men and appealing both 
to their cupidity and their desire for ad- 
venture, The Walifax papers of 1813 
abounded jn such appeals as this; 

“AIL thet lads who are willing to serve 
His Majesty in a fast-saillng, excellent sea- 
boat, now fitting out for a short cruise, 
to protect the trade of he British Pro- 
vinces and pick up a few straggling Amert- 
can Bordeauxmon, will meet with henest 
hearty welcome from a satlor’s — friend,” 
Another advertiser asked for “a few jolly 
spirited fellows,” “who may all fairly ex- 
pect to dash in coaches on thelr return, 
as well as other folks,” In 1856 the 
European nations abol{shed  privateertng, 
and in 1871 the United States concurred 
In the abolition of the practice,

off the farm, Farmers generally have 
not the question of the cost of produc- 
tion reduced to science like manufac- 
turers have. Perhaps it is fortunate 
that such is the case, as the number 
who sell out their holdings to live in 
towns and Invest the proceeds of their 
gules in other securities is largely re- 
cruited from farmers who make records 
of cost of production, 

“The average price paid farmers for 
tumatoes last year at Ontario factories 
was 80. cents per bushel. In some cases 
the price ran as low as 27% cents, It 
fs suid that a bushel of these tomatoes 
will under ordinary conditions fll ten 
cans, the price of which to the con- 


sumer in western Canada is 20 cents 
per cal. 
“That is to say, What the Ontario 


farmer gets three cents for, Manitoba 
farmers pay 20 cents for. The manu- 
facturers’ census of 1912 shows the 
surplus earnings of the canning fac- 
tories of fruit and vegetables to be 
equal to 50 per cent, of the capital 
employed in the business, At the an- 
nual meeting of the Dominion Canners, 
Ltd, in December last, it was given 
out that the net earnings of the com- 
pany, after paying all fixed charges, 
were [2 per cenit, of the common stock, 
which is supposed to represent nothing 
but water and was selling on the stock 
exchange at 86, 
Protection Increases Cost. 

“Protection is intended to increase 
the cost of goods in the interest of the 
home manufacturer, It may be safely 
assumed that he will add the full 
amount of his protection to the selling 
price of his goods, Now the census 
and trade returns show in 1911 that for 
every dollar's worth of dutiable goods 
we imported, we manufactured four 
dollars’ worth, consequently for every 
dollar paid to the government for 
revenue we paid four to the manufac- 
turer, There Hes the root of our 
trouble; there lies one great cause of 
the high cost of living. 

“To that basic wrong can be attri- 
buted many of the-economic ills and 
social injustices from which the people 
of Canada are now suffering, 

"Parmers do not object to paying 
their share of the cost of government. 
They are willing to submit to any 
system (hat will be an equitable taxa- 
tion levied for revenue purposes only. 

Centralizes Capital. 

“The social conditions of rural lite, 
housing of the laboring classes in 
cities, are practical demonstrations of 
the result of our fiscal policy, By it fs 
treated a. system that centralizes 
capital, that decreases the purchasing 
power of a day's work or the exchang- 
Ing value of the output of an acre of 
land, ‘The lack of social enjoyment, 
the lack of home comforts, the long 
hours of Jabor that are driving men 
from the land to seek homes in the 
towns and cities are due to the fact 
that they cannot get enough of the 
Commodities that go to make home 
Comforts and improve their farms in 
exchange for the product of the farms. 
That is to say, the farmer is now pre- 
Vented from improving his home, de- 
Velboping his farm, and inereasing his 
oulpul because artificially created con- 
ditions nol only tend to, but permit 
those who live and grow wealthy with- 
out Working, to get whut properly be- 
long to the men who work.

CHICAGO MURDERER 


GIVEN APARDOA 


Maurice Enright Who Killed 
Vincent Altman Ends 
Cinfinement, 


WAS SENTENCED TO 
LIFE IMPRISONMENT 


‘Joshua Tedford, Former Po- 


liceman, is Also Grant- 
ed Pardon, 


Springtield, Tls., Dee. 17.-——-Maurice 
Enright, sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in the Joliet penitentiary for the 
Vincent Altman murder in Chicago, 
and Joshua Tedford, 
policeman, who escaped serving a sen- 
tence through a clerical error, was 
pardoned Tuesday by Governor Dunne. 


Acting upon the recommendation of | 


tie state board of pardons, the governor 
today granted absolute pardons to both 
Enright and Tedford. 

ISnright was convicted in 1911 of the 
murder of Vincent Altman and sen- 
tenced to serve 4 life sentence in the 
penitentiary, The killing grew out of 
labor, then held the city of Chieago in 
{ts grasp. He will be released In time 
to be at home with his family on 
Christmas Day. 

Tedford was convicted in 1903 on a 
charge of conspiracy to defeat justice 
and given an indeterminate sentence, 
The mandate of the supreme court 
directing the enforcement of the sen- 
tence was pigeon-holed by a clerk in 
the criminal court and lay unheeded 
for seven years. With sentence hang- 
ing over him, Tedford obtained — emr- 
ployment in  a_ clothing store in 
Chicago, and in the ten years since his 
trial and conviction has risen to the 
superintendency of the State street es- 
tablisiment. With its recommenda- 
tlons in the Wnright case tho board 
sent to the governor a petition of more 
than 6,000 people. The board said: 
“We are of the opinion that Enright 
is probably Innocent of the crime of 
which he Is charged and convicted, and 
that in any event the doubt as to his 
gtilt is more than reasonable, and is. so 
weighty of character that executive 
clemency has been exercised.”
